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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With respect to applicant's arguments regarding 
independent claim 1 , applicant submits that Sternagle does not teach a server maintaining for each of said at least one of the first devices a 
separate logical device adhering to the first protocol. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Gallant teaches a call control server mainining a 
single, centralized SIP proxy server (Fig. 4, Box 22). Sternagle teaches that maintaining multiple separate servers would increase 
performance by reducing bottleneck with the added benefit of being scalable. Each cluster/network has a SIP server assigned to it, and 
Sternagle teaches each network/cluster has a PBX or router (see Fig. 3). 
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
